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HISTORY OF THE CHURCH. 


Mr. John P. Rhoads, who has been a 
very efficient vestryman of the Church for 
forty-three years has prepared the following 
history, in which the Rector has inserted a 
briefaccount of this parish before the union. 

In 1856, an estrangement occured be- 
tween the Rev. Dudley Atkins Tyng, 
rector of Church of the Epiphany, and 
prominent members of his vestry who had 
for some time previously been dissatisfied 
with his preaching and especially with his 
attitude on questions that were then 


ALL agitating the country. The trouble cul- 


minated on June 29, 1856, when Mr. Tyng 
Lagtheye 


‘preached a sermon on “Our Country’s 

Troubles,’’ in which he denounced the re- 
peal by Congress of the Missouri Com- 
promise Act, under which slavery was pro- 
hibited in Kansas and other free Territories 
north of acertain geographical line. His, 
contention was that as slavery was a fixed 
and legalized institution in the South, no 
violent appeals should be made for its 
abolition, but that new Northern Terri- 
tories should remain free. 

y He also objected to the Fugitive Slave 
Law which allowed slave-holders to pur- 
sue escaped slaves into any Northern State 

J and return them to slavery. During the 
delivery of this sermon an old and highly 
honored officer of the Church arose in his 

2a. seat and denounced this as a desecration of 

at the day and place. 
These subjects were then regarded by all 


far Espiscopal Churches as political which 
eS would in time be adjusted under the gener- 


al teaching of Christianity ; but Mr. Tyng 


insisted that the extension of slavery into | 
free lands was an invasion of the natural | 
rights of man and an offence to God that — 
should be resisted by Christian people. 

The result was a division in the Church 
and Mr. Tyng resigned with the view of 
taking a Church in Ohio, but so many of 
the congregation insisted that he should 
remain in the city, that he consented to 
preach for a while in National Hall, 
Market street below Thirteenth, which his 
friends had rented. 

Nearly 1,500 attended the first Sunday 
service and the interest increased so great- 
ly, even beyond Church circles, that he 
felt it to be his duty to remain. 

On the 18th of January, 1857, the coldest 
day of the season, a Sunday School was 
opened with ninety-eight scholars. 

February 23rd an organization was- com- 
pleted by electing the following vestry men 
and adopting the name of “Church of the 
Covenant’’: 

Bernard Dupuy, John B. Okie, Paul G. 
Oliver, A. Kirkpatrick, James A. Kirk- 
patrick, Edward F. Phillips, Thomas H. 
Powers, Robert Reed, John P. Rhoads, S. 
Simes, John Tanguy and George M. Trout- 
man. 

On May 20, 1857, forty-five persons were 
confirmed in the hall by Bishop Potter. In 
June a charter was obtained and the Rev. 
Mr. Tyng elected rector. 

In October the congregation removed 
from National Hall to Concert Hall, 
Chestnut above Twelfth street, which was 
better adapted for the purpose. 


When the Academy of Music was con- 
pleted Mr. Tyng was anxious to have the 
Church hold its services there, and offered 
to let his salary bear the brunt of any loss 
if the expense proved too great, but the 
lessee, Mr. Marshall, told him the Academy 
under its . charter coui not be opened on 
Sundays. 

On April 13, 1858, Mr. Tyng met with an 
accident that resulted in his death, April 
18th. 

His last words, ‘‘Stand up for Jesus,” 
formed the subject of a hymn written to 
his memory by the Rev. George Duffield, 
Jr., which is now incorporated in our Hym- 


nal. Oneof the lines, ‘‘Go ye that are 
men and serve the Lord,’’ was his text 
when he addressed over 2000 men in Jayne’s 
Hall, Chestnut street below Seventh. He 
was then one of the principal leaders in 
the great revival of that year, and his 
tragic death, while still young and vigor- 
ous, was a painful surprise to the whole 
community. 

During the preceeding year events de- 
veloped rapidly on questions that convulsed 
the country. The moral aspects of the free 
soil agitation and Fugitive Slave Law were 
fast forcing the political elements of the 
North to side with justice and right. 

Mr. Tyng’s death seemed to increase the 
apprehension of an impending conflict in 
the near future, and his prophetic utter- 
ances were recalled and discussed by the 
public press. His funeral services in Con- 
cert Hall, at which Bishop McIlvaine pre- 
sided, were marked by demonstrations that 
proved how highly he was regarded by the 
whole community. 


The vestry had now to consider whether 
Mr. Tyng’s death would impair the unity 
and interest of the congregation he had 
gathered, and to test this they resolved to 
defer the election of a successor until fall, 
and appointed as a committee ofthe vestry, 
John P.. Rhoads, D. C. W. Smith, and 
Andrew Wheeler, to provide for the usual 
services until then. Under this arrange- 
ment full services of the Church and 
preaching were held every Sunday morning 
and evening for seven months in Concert 
Hall, anda hall in Locust street, above 
Broad, was rented for week-day services. 
The rectors of all the city churches cheer- 
fully volunteered their services. and many 
non-church-goers helped to fill the hall 
during the entire summier, and many heard 
for the first time the beautiful chants and 
prayers of our matchless Prayer Book. 
The Rev. Dr. Wilmer, rector of St. Mark’s 
Church, was so impressed by this that he 
offered to contribute liberally to the effort 
if money was needed, but the regular con- 
tributions were ample to meet all expenses. 

In October, 1858. the Rev. James Pratt, 
of Portland, was called, and on December 
11th entered on his duties as rector. 


On May 15, 1859, thirty-seven persons 
were confirmed by Bishop Bowman. 

On February 27, 1860, the Rev. Dr. Pratt 
accepted a call to Chicago, and was suc- 
ceeded by the Rev. B. T. Noakes, the Rev. 
W. T. Sabine, and the Rev. C. M. Butler. 
D. D. 

In 1860 a Church was erected on Filbert 
street above Seventeenth, capable of holding 
800 persons. 

In 1868, the Rev. Charles E. Murray was 
elected rector and remained until 1881, when 
the building of the elevated road opposite 
the Church by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
made a removal necessary as soon as it 
could be effected, and Mr. Murray accepted 
a call to St. Andrew’s Church, Wilmington, 
much to the sorrow of the congregation and 
his own regret at parting from a devoted 
people. 

As no purchaser could be found for the 
building at that time, the Rev. Richard 
Newton, D. D. consented to take charge 
until a sale could be effected. At his death, 
in 1887, it was sold at a price not more 
than one-half its value before the railroad 
was built. 


In looking for another site, the vestry 


was directed to the large and growing sec- 


tion west of Girard College. 

In Twenty-eighth street above Girard 
avenue they found the Church of St. Am- 
brose occupying a frame building much too 
small for the congregation that had been 
gathered under the successful rectorship of 
the Rev. J. J. Joyce Moore. 


` This Church, called at its inception the 
Prince of Peace, was established in January, 
1875, when a few families met at firstin the 
parlor of a private house, but soon, with 
the Rev. E. Owen Simpson, missionary-in- 
charge, rented a second story room at the 
northwest corner of Girard avenue and 
Taney street. The removal ofthe Rev. Mr. 
Simpson in May of the following year, oc- 
casioned a discontinuance of the work, 
and the room was occupied for purposes 
connected with the Centennial. On May 
1, 1877, the mission, under the title of St. 
David, was reopened in a hall overa stable 
on Taney street above Poplar, under the 
care of the Rev. N. G. Allen, who continued 
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his ministrations until March 1 1878. 
About the first of April, Mr. J. H. Logie a 
lay-reader and candidate for Holy Orders, 
took charge, and by zeal and earnestness 
gave new impetus to the enterprise. On 
September rst the mission was transferred 
to rooms on the second floor ofthe dwelling 
at the southeast corner of Twenty-sixth and 
Poplar streets. The first confirmation 
service was held on December 15th by Bis- 
hop Stevens, who administered the Rite of 
Confirniation to eight candidates. On Jan- 
uary I7, 1879, at a meeting held in the 
Church rooms, an independent parish, 
under the name of the Church of St. Am- 
brose, was organized, and a call extended 
to the Rev. A. Louderback, who immediate- 
ly accepted and commenced work during 
the latter part of the month. On his re- 
signation in May, 1880, Mr. Appleton, a 
lay-reader, took charge of the parish for 
several months. September 1, 1880, the 
Rev. J.J. Joyce Moore, a young deacon, 
became minister-in-charge, and on October 
31, at St. Luke’s Church, was advanced to 
the priesthood by the Rt. Rev. Wm. Bacon 
Stevens, D. D., Bishop of the diocese. In 
the same month, the vestry, with the aid 
of the rector, purchased the Church build- 
ing, a frame structure belonging to the 
Methodists, on Twenty-eight street above 
Girard avenue, and made the interior very 
comfortable and attractive. The first ser- 
vice was held on Sunday morning. Novem- 
ber 7th. 

In May, 1881, the parish was admitted 
into union with the Diocesan Convention, 
and in September, 1882, Mr. Moore termin- 
ated his first pastorate. The Rev. W. M. 
Harrison assumed charge in October and 
resigned in February, 1885. He was suc- 
ceeded in April by the Rev. C. E. Milnor, 
who remained for a brief period, after which 
there was no regular minister in charge for 
several months. At the urgent request of 
Bishop Stevens the Rev. Mr. Moore re- 
turned and began the third year of his 
ministration on September 1 1886, with 
seventy-six communicants and 150 Sunday 
School teachers and scholars. Within 
fifteen months the membership of the 
Church increased to 180 communicants and 
the Sunday School to 400 scholars. In 


the spring of 1887 the necessity for secur- 
ing a more prominent site on which to erect 
a more commodious and substantial edifice 
beeame evident, and led the rector to es- 
tablish a Purchase Fund in behalf of which 
subscriptions were solicited amounting to 
nearly $1,000, In the fall all the parochial 
societies were actively interested in the 
laudable undertaking when the offer _of 


union with the Church of the Covenait 
was made. 


Upon the election of Rev. Mr. Moore as į 


Rector of the Church of the Covenant, on 
January rst, 1888, the Church of St. Am- 
brose disbanded and its charter was can- 
celled by the court. Its members gavea 
cordial and hearty welcome to the new en- 


.terprise, and the truly Christian feeling 


that governed the union welded both con- 
gregations in bonds of love and fellowship 


for the Lord’s work. On May 12th, 1888, 
the corner-stone of the new church edifice, 


Twenty-seventh and Girard avenue, was 
laid by Bishop Whitaker in the presence of 
twenty-four clergymen and over 700 spec- 
tators. The first service was held in the 
newly completed church, with its commo- 
dious parish building, on Sunday morning, 
February 3rd, 1889. A large mortgage 
that was placed on the church when built 
was afterwards paid off, and the whole pro- 
perty having been cleared of all indebted- 
ness, it was consecrated by Bishop Whita- 
ker on Christmas Day, 1897. This result 
was due tothe untiring energy and labors 
of the Rector and the liberality and zeal of 
the congregation, who were encouraged, 
and their efforts made practical, by the 
generous gifts of two ladies from the old 
congregation on Filbert street. For this 
judicious aid and their kindly interest in 
the active agencies of the parish, the church 
owes a lasting debt of gratitude. 

This history would be incomplete with- 
out mention of the exceedingly helpful 
and permanent parochial work accom- 
plished in the past ten years by Miss M. 
Rankin. 

The communicants now number 700 ; the 
Sunday School has a total of 50 officers and 
teachers, and scholars, 703.

ARCHBISHOP OF ONTARIO. 


The Most Rev. John T. Lewis, D. D., D. 
C. L., Archbishop of Ontario and Metro- 
politan will preach in the Church on Sun- 
day morning, March 25, in behalf of the 
four homes for English and American girls 
in Paris and which were provided by the 
Archbishop’s wife who was formerly Miss 
Ada Leigh. His Grace is the oldest An- 
glican Bishop and was the originator and 


promoter of the Lambeth Conference. His, 


labors as a missionary in the province of 
Ontario, extending over a period of 38 
years, have brought to him the title of “The 
modern St. Paul.” When he first entered 
on his present field of labor there was but 
one Church between his Cathedral and the 
North Pole. 

Through his efforts more that 300 churches 
have been built, to most of which schools 
‘and parsonages have been attached. We 
hope that a very liberal response will be 
made to the appeal of the Archbishop.

KEEPING EASTER 


Last month an article called ‘‘Keep- 
ing Lent’’ occupied this page. It 
contained specific suggestions as to the 
object of Lent and the ways to attain 
that object. 

As a matter of fact, the average 
person finds it far more dificult to keep 
the Easter season than the Lenten. 
Congregations have a way of increas- 
ing very much during the 40 days, and 
on Sundays as well as week-days. But 
after Easter there is always an un- 
accountable falling off. 

Do people imagine that the ‘‘religious 
season’’ comes to a close at Easter, and 
then we must promptly begin to give 
God a holiday until next September? 
Is there any reason why we need Him 
less in the Easter season than in mid- 
winter? We have not even the flimsy 
excuse of ‘‘hot weather,’’ for. the best 
days of the year are those of Easter 
season, when the Spring is in the air. 

No, the reason Easter is badly kept 
is because many people observe a rather 
strenuous Lent, which unfortunately 
does not point to anything ; and people 
get tired of going through continual 
exercises that are aimless, and a re- 
action naturally sets in after Easter. If 
you are really trying to get somewhere 
and to accomplish something this Lent; 
if you know just what you are about, 
and why you are about it, then you 
will become so tremendously interested 
in this wonderful game of becoming a 
saint that you will feel at Easter time 
that you have hardly begun yet, and 
you will ‘‘carry on’’ just as earnestly 
after Lent is over, and all the rest of 
your days.

The notable innovation will be the 
Three Hour Service. This is con- 
ducted during the hours when, accord- 
ing to tradition, our Lord was hanging 
on the Cross. There will be seven 
addresses, based on the seven sentences 
that Jesus uttered from the Cross. There 
will be many hymns interspersed, and 
other devotions. How can we better 
spend our time on Good Friday than 
by kneeling lowly in the Church while 
we commemorate the suffering of our 
Lord? Come to the whole service if 
you can; come to part of it, anyhow. 
Feel perfectly free to enter or leave 
during the singing of the hymns. Try 
to arrange to spend the whole three 
hours in Church if possible. 


THE EASTER COMMUNION 


The Preface to our Prayer Book 
speaks of the alterations our American 
Church was compelled to make when 
our country became independent of 
England, and our Church of the 
Church of England. But it is careful 
to add that ‘‘this Church is far from 
intending to depart from the Church of 
England in any essential point of 
doctrine, discipline, or worship.’ One 
of these points is discipline. The disci- 
pline of the Church of England is set 


forth in her laws, which are called 
canons. 

Now these canons require that every 
communicant, to be ‘‘in good stand- 
ing,” must make his Communion 
‘three times a year at least, of which 
Easter is to be one.” This canon 
becomes, therefore, part of our Ameri- 
can Church Law. If, therefore, you 
wish to be considered a Communicant 
of this Church and parish, you are to 
make your Easter Communion. This 
is understood to mean Easter Day or 
the seven days before and after Easter. 

Those who are sick and unable to be 
at Church-are, of course, to notify the 
Rector, so that he can take their Easter 
Communion to their homes. This is 
always a great happiness to your 
Rector, and he will not consider that 
you are asking a favor of him. It is as 
much a part of his duty as the services 
at the Church. 

Let us all be at Holy Communion 
Easter morning, if possible. Do not 
let the paganism and godless spirit of 
our time take you away to the sea- 
shore. Of all days in the year zot to 
be away from home and Church, Easter 
is that day. It does not belong to our- 
selves for our own amusement. It 
belongs to our Lord and His Church, 
Our Easter festival is meaningless if 
we are not at the altar rail that day. 


THE EASTER OFFERING 


Our parish has always made a most 
wonderful showing in our offering at 
Easter. In a friendly rivalry between 
Congregation and Church School, the 
latter generally has the better of it! 
This year the congregation will have to 
do well if it desires to be a worthy 
rival of the boys and girls, who have 
been working hard and saving indus- 
triously. Their offering will probably 
be well over $1,000. 
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There is particular need for a large 
offering this year. At the present 
moment we have just about $50 in our 
treasury! You see our expenses 
increased tremendously, beginning over 
a year ago; but our income did not 
begin to show a large increase until 
January of this year, when the splendid 
results of the recent canvass began to 
appear. We have now no need to 
worry about our finances, with this 
large weekly increase. But we need a 
generous offering this Easter to give 
us the necessary working balance—and 
then our problem will be solved. 

If you do not receive a letter from 
the Rector before Wednesday in Holy 
Week, containing Easter envelopes, 
please notify him about it. 


SOMETHING NEW IS COMING 

There is going to be a big shaking-up 
in our Sunday evening service after 
Easter! The congregations are not 
one-third as large as at the 11 o’clock 
service. -It is becoming very apparent 
to our Church all over the country that 
a change must be made. The people 
have evidently grown tired of formal 
Evening Prayer. It is so much like 
Morning Prayer that it seems like a 
mere repetition, and after coming in 
the morning many of them feel like 
saying, ‘‘Why should I go back to- 
night and do it all over again? ” 

There are two ways to. change this 
condition: 1. Make Holy Communion 
the regular service every Sunday at 11 
o'clock, as it ought to be, for it is the 
Church’s chief service, which our Lord 
Himself has given us, the only one He 
requires us to attend (‘‘Do this in re- 
membrance of me’’). The evening 
service would not then be an imitation 
of the morning. Our parish, however, 
is not prepared for that sort of change. 
2. Modify the evening service itself, 
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and make it just as different as possible 
from Morning Prayer. This is what we 
are going to do. 

On the 2d and 4th Sundays in the 
month we shall have Evening Prayer at 
7.15, without music or sermon, for those 
who wish it. This is required by the 
Prayer Book. At 7.45 we shall have 
a different kind of service, consisting 
largely of hymns and other music, with 
a sermon and prayers. Our choir will 
be augmented by the addition of our 
girls now in the Lenten Choir. There 
will be frequent services of special char- 
acter (for the Brotherhood, the Bible 
Class, the Girls’ Friendly, the Boy 
Scouts, &c.), and we shall more often 
have outsidespeakers and outside music. 

On the īst, 3d and 5th Sundays we 
shall have (with the Bishop’s kind per- 
mission) a shortened form of Evening 
Prayer, with one Psalm, one Lesson, a 
Hymn instead of a canticle, &c. We 
hope the change will appeal to you. 
It will probably build up the evening 
congregation without drawing people 
away from the morning service. They 
will desire to attend both services, be- 
cause they will be so totally different. 
Come and see how you like it. Come 
and help to make it a success. 
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WE PURCHASE A RECTORY 


After almost a year’s searching, in 
which fully two dozen houses were in- 
vestigated, the Vestry has discovered a 
satisfactory house for a rectory. Itis 
at 1245 N. 29th Street. The Rector 
was told, when he took charge of the 
parish, that a rectory would be pur- 
chased as soon as the housing situation 
began to improve. He has lived for 
a year at Twentieth and Chestnut 
Streets—entirely too far away for effi- 
cient service—but now, about April 
st, he and Mrs. Musser will move into 
the rectory. 
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It is a nine-room house, with two 
bath-rooms. It has hardwood floors, 
electric light, hot-water heat. The 
rooms are large and bright, and almost 
everything is in very good repair. 

In order to purchase the rectory, 
the Vestry finds, besides using its 
available funds, that the parish must 
assume a debt of about $3,000. We 
hope to be able to pay this off in about 
two years if our people will respond to 
a scheme which will be proposed to 
them next month, 

The Rector appreciates tremendously 
the spirit with which the Vestry has gone 
into this matter, and their desire to see 
him perfectly satisfied. He can answer 
that the new house is going to be most 
comfortable and attractive, and all that 
could be desired in the matter of its 
condition, conveniences, size and 
location. He and Mrs. Musser will 
hope to welcome you to their home 
shortly after Easter.

Sixty-three, including all the 
members of the Class but two, and car 
service had something to do with them. 
The reverence and devotion of our new 
communicants were the subject of com- 
ment on the part of many persons. 


AN OLD STORY WITH US 


The newspapers recently came out 
with big headlines about one of our sis- 
ter parishes, which had just ‘‘started a 
splendid innovation—a Day Nursery!’ 
This was to be conducted during the 
Sunday morning service, and mothers 
of young children could bring them to 
the Nursery, leave them in good care, 
and go to Church themselves. ‘‘Last 
Sunday there were three infants,” etc. 

Gracious! That’s an old story with 
us! Why didn’t we have it put in the 
papers? We started it ’way back last 


October, and we have from six to six- 
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teen future presidents and their wives 
in the Nursery every Sunday. We 
want still more. We have fully three 
dozen young mothers with ‘‘little fair- 
ies” in their homes. Come to Church, 
young mothers! Bring your infants 
along and check them in the Nursery. 
We guarantee that you will get the 
same child back, with very few bones 
broken and with lungs as good as ever! 


Aren’t they just too sweet for any- 
thing—that Lenten Choir?

The bowling alleys will be closed, and 
the Scouts and G. F. S. will not meet. 


Where are the women of the parish? 
They are needed on Wednesday after- 
noons to help with the sewing.

Won't 
you lend a hand? Give a little of your 
time this Lent. Only two more weeks 
remain. 


The Girls’ Friendly Society and the 
Boy Scouts are getting to be live or- 
ganizations. On Monday evenings the 
girls are taking possession of the whole 
Parish House except the bowling alleys. 
Mr. Betts is already making good with 
the Boy Scouts on Wednesday nights. 
Come on, boys and girls, get into the 
fun; you don’t know what you are 
missing. 
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TALKS ON THE HOLY COMMUNION 


What is Christianity? The world 
is very confused about this. Some 
imagine it is just ‘‘living a good life,”’ 
no matter what you believe; or believ- 
ing certain things, no matter what you 
do; or Church-going and good works; 
or social service; or civilization and 
culture; or studying the example of 
Jesus. But Christianity is mone of 
these. Most of them would apply to 
almost any religion. Christianity is 
just one, definite thing: a means of salva- 
tion. Salvation means spiritual health; 
that is, being lifted out of ourselves and 
our infirmities into something higher 
and holier, being fired with consuming 
love for God, and desiring to do only 
His will. That -is salvation, and 
Christianity exists only that all men 
might be like that. The other things 
are only incidental. They are bound 
to follow, as its natural fruit, when a 
man is in such a state. 

Now, the world wants the fruit with- 
out the state of health that brings it. 
This state is procured by the Great 
Physician, Jesus Christ, through His 
Cross and Resurrection. The saving 
power of the Cross is hard to explain. 
It is the deepest and most profound 
truth in the world, and therefore is 
most involved and difficult. The world 
does not bother to study it, but scorn- 
fully rejects the whole thing. It tries 
to modify Christianity to get rid of 
this ‘‘peculiar’’ doctrine. Somehow 
Christianity will not down. People 
have talked about the ‘‘failure of the 
Church”’ since the earliest ages—and 
yet Christianity is to-day the greatest 
force in the world. So the world has 
to make the best of it, since it cannot 
get rid of it. So it tries to strip 
Christianity of the objectionable doc-

trine of the Cross. The Bible tells us 
this would happen some day—the 
‘‘offense of Christ’’—and says the mes- 
sage of Christ crucified is ‘‘to the Jews 
a stumbling-block, and to the Greeks 
foolishness,’’ just as to the modern 
world it is stuff and nonsense. 

But the moment we take away the 
Cross, Christianity: loses ¢he one thing 
that makes it vital. If that thing is not 
true, we might as well all become 
pagans. This great truth must be kept 
constantly before us. There must be 
no doubt of its necessity. How can we 
do this? By preaching the Cross 
continually; by the Church Year, with 
Good Friday. But no method is so 
effectual as that which grips the eyes, 
ears and hands, as well as the mind. 
So Christ has given us that very thing 
in the Sacrament of the Holy Com- 
munion. It means a great deal more 
than that (as we shall see later), but it 
does mean that. Every time Holy 
Communion is celebrated, the Church 
says, ‘‘Let there be no doubt about it. 
Christianity has its whole life and 
meaning in the Cross. Jesus Christ 
was crucified for the world, and in Him 
and through Him alone have we any 
hope or joy. Sin is a terrible fact, and 
the world has been held in its grip— 
But 
thanks be to God, Who giveth us the 
victory through our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” 

Therefore, to impress the world and 
remind ourselves, we cannot have Holy 
Communion too frequently. It is by 
far our most important service, if only 
because each time it emphasizes again 
the central fact of the Sacrifice of 
Christ, and takes us back to Calvary. 
This is why, for the continual stirring 
up of human minds, Jesus begged us, 
as His dying request, just before His 
martyrdom, to ‘‘Do this in remem- 
brance of me.”’

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HOW MANY SHARES? 


We have invested in a rectory! The 
Rector will no longer have to travel 
three times a day from his ‘‘quarters’’ 
downtown, each round-trip taking an 
hour, or three hours each day wasted 
in the trolley car. It ought to mean 
a very good investment for our parish, 
for it will add very greatly to the effi- 
ciency of the Rector. It will enable him 
to get a great deal more accomplished 
in the future. 


But one cannot buy a house for 
nothing, these days! The Vestry have 
used the available funds that had been 


laid away for this purpose. But besides — 


this they have had to take out a mort- 
gage for $2,500. So now we have a 
lovely parish debt on our hands! Let’s 
get rid of the hateful thing as quickly 
as possible. Here is the scheme the 


_ Vestry wishes to lay before you: 


We are going to sell shares on the 
rectory. Each share will be sold for 
¢1o. The people of the parish are 
asked to buy shares and then to present 
them as a gift to the Church of the 
Covenant. How does that appeal to 
you? A share, or as many as you are 
willing to purchase, may be paid for 
within two years, or $5 a year, the 
first half payable on June Ist, 1922, the 
second half a year later. We shall 
present a ‘‘Dime Savings Bank” to 
each purchaser, if they want one. 
Deposit 10c. a week in the bank for a 
year, and the deed is done—a half 
share paid for. That isn’t very hard, 
is it? Even the children can finance a 
share on such easy terms. Some 
people will buy two or three shares, or 
five or six. That will mean just that 
much more each week. We must sell 
250 shares. Two hundred people will 
probably be a sufficient number to 
carry the whole proposition. 

And then, in two years the whole 
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thing will be paid for and we shall have 
a fine new property without a cent of 
debt. 


The campaign will begin at once. 
We have organized a committee of 
“brokers” who will sell the stock. It 
will not cost you a penny zow. On 
the contrary, you will be given a bank 
free of charge. Ten cents a week is a 
small sum—the cost of one cigar, or 
two packs of chewing gum, or one 
game in the bowling alley. We have 
young fellows spending 30c. a week in 
our bowling alleys, who are smoking a 
cigar or a pack of cigarettes the same 
evening. Why, they could buy the 
whole mortgage themselves, bless their 
souls! 

The rectory is at 1245 N. 29th St., 
two blocks from the Church. It is now 
being repaired and improved a little, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Musser will move in 
about the end of the month. Come 
around and inspect your new property 
then. Everybody must always feel 
cordially welcome there—well, to be 
sure! It’s your own house! You will 
feel a special pride in it if you own 
a share or two, say 80 or go bricks! 

Now decide about it at once, so you 
will be able to get rid of your broker 
quickly. You know how these ‘‘agents’’ 
can keep talking forever! When you 
see him coming, just open the window 
and yell out, “All right, Mr. Jones, 
put me down for two shares,” and 
close the window immediately, and 
there won’t be any more argument. 
That’s the way to get rid of these 
fellows! 


Even the infants in the Day Nursery 
had a share in our Easter Offering! 
They were given mite-boxes at the 
beginning of Lent, and the little 
‘mites’? presented the splendid offer- 
ing of $16.15 on Easter Day. 


THE EASTER OFFERING 
The Easter Offering this year has 


reached (at the present date) the mag- 


nificent sum of $2,330.94, of which the 
congregation contributed $978.28, and 
the Church School $1,352.66. We 
can generally count on $50 or more 
after Easter, and this may safely be 
added to the above amount for our 
final offering. What love and gener- 
osity and sacrifice it all denotes! Many 
of our people are working on half time, 
and many are laid off altogether. It is 
a wonderful offering, when you think 
of all that. 

Weare not printing the names of the 
donors in the REGISTER. Gracious, 
no! there are too many of you for that. 
There wouldn’t be any room for any- 
thing else! Your names will be posted 
in the porch of the Church, at the main 
entrance. But we simply ad to find 
space here for the report of the children’s 
offering. They deserve to have the 
whole fourteen pages filled with their 
praises. Look at that star performance 
of the first girl in the list! Hats off to 
Elizabeth Boyle and Anna Steever! 
And see what Miss Pechin’s Class 
raised! That is real team-work, and 
it means much sacrifice and lots of hard 
work. Incidentally, Miss Pechin’s per- 
sonal offering was $97.54! But she 
can’t be given the prize because she 
is only a teacher! 

On the whole, it has been a wonder- 
ful offering. Let us all sing the Doxol- 
ogy, each one by himself!

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SUNDAY EVENING SPECIALS 


Don’t forget that we are going to 
make quite a change in our Sunday 
evening services. On the second and 
fourth Sundays there will be something 
else than Evening Prayer at 7.45—that 
service taking place at 7.15 instead. 
On the other Sundays there will be a 
shortened form of Evening Prayer at 
7.45. The sermons at our evening 
services will be on inspirational subjects, 
or on matters directly affecting our 
parish. We shall have outside speakers 
from time to time. Occasionally we 
shall have special music. You will 
never know beforehand what a day will 
bring forth. You will have to be there 
in order to find out. Do you like to 
sing hymns? There will be lots of 
them in the evenings—old ones, new 
ones, good ones. We shall sing them 
in a new way, too. 


Besides all this, we have arranged 
some services for different parish or- 
ganizations. April roth will be Bible 
Class night, the following week Boy 
Scout night. We hope to have the 
neighboring Scout Troops with us on 
Scout evening. The Girls’ Friendly 
service will take place April 24th. The 
girls will be officially received into the 
G. F. S. on the night of their service. 
Probably the first Sunday in May there 
will be a service for the Brotherhood, 
with a layman to make the address, 
Don’t forget our Memorial Day service. 
You remember the one we had last 
year. It will take place on May 29th 
this year. Then, above all, our next 
REUNION SUNDAY service will be in 
the evening this time—probably the 
third Sunday in May. The next num- 
ber of the REGISTER will announce the 
date. 

Come and make our evening services 


a success. See if you cannot crowd 
the Church every Sunday evening, as 


you have been doing all Winter every 
Sunday morning. We have built up 
our congregation splendidly at 8 A. M. 
and 11 A.M. The Sunday evening 
service is now going to run them a 
close race. Above all, we are seeking 
chiefly, not for mere crowds, but for 
earnestness, enthusiasm, greater love 
for our Lord, greater joy in His wor- 
ship, greater longing to tell Him how 
we love Him. 

Doesn’t that appeal to you? We 
need your presence and assistance. 
Don’t fail to get busy and bring some- 
body with you—a friend, a neighbor, 
one of those ‘‘honorary’’ members of 
our parish who take it all out on talk. 
It’s all going to depend on you. How 
about it? 


100% EFFICIENCY 

That is what we desire to see in our 
Church School. And what does that 
involve? 

1. It means every member present 
every Sunday, on time, with the lesson 
prepared. 

2. It means co-operation on the part 
of the parents, to see that the lesson zs 
prepared and the child zs on time. If 
parents are so utterly oblivious of their 
obligations toward their children that 
they cannot do this, they do not deserve 
to have children. The Church School 
came into existence only because, 150 
years ago, parents were no longer teach 
ing the Christian religion to their chil- 
dren in their homes. It is a very poor 
substitute for the parent’s knee and the 
parent’s loving instruction. But zow, 
the feeling of responsibility of parents 
has fallen so low, they will not even take 
the trouble to see that the lesson is pre- 
pared. How many parents in our par- 
ish really know what their children are 
learning, and what was taught to them 
last Sunday, or what the lesson is about 
next week ? 


3. Again, 100% efficiency means 
faithful officers and well-kept records. 
We can boast of that in our School. 

4. It means earnest teachers, well 
selected, with men teaching the boys’ 
classes. We are almost perfect in that 
respect. 


5. It means the best system of in- 
struction that can be obtained. We 
have that in the Christian Nurture 
Series. 


6. Above all, it means that the teach- 
ers are not only in dead earnest, but are 
well trained for their work. Here, un- 
fortunately, we are falling short. We 
are only experimenting with the new. 
system this year, and the teachers are 
working somewhat in the dark. Itis a 
far more difficult method than the old- 
fashioned one. It is a/ways harder to 
do the things that are worth while. 
When it has a fair chance, there is no 
other system that can compare with it. 
Now, it is really necessary that our 
teachers be trained for this course. 
We are planning some meetings in 
April, May and June, therefore, when 
we are going to make this series more 
intelligible to our teachers, so that our 
new year, beginning in September, 
may see a vastly improved school, in 
which the instruction given will be very 
much more effective.

TALKS ON THE HOLY COMMUNION 


II. A MEMORIAL BEFORE GOD 


“As oft as ye eat this bread and drink this cup, ye 
do shew the Lord’s death till he come.”"—z Cor. zz: 26. 

The Prayer Book reminds us that 
our Lord’s Crucifixion was the ‘‘one, 
full, perfect and sufficient sacrifice for 
the sins of the whole world.” No 
other act was necessary for our re- 
demption. But salvation is not a 
mechanical thing. The Crucifixion 
does not mean we are saved no matter 
how we live. Salvation is only made 
possible by the Crucifixion. We must 
somehow become identified with it, by 
being made one with Him who died on 
the Cross, and by living the Christ life 
through His help and grace. Alas! we 
continue to sin every day we live—a 


poor way to be identified with the 


Cross! 

But Scripture tells us (Heb. 7: 24-25) 
that Christ, our great High Priest, is 
continually pleading for us in heaven, 
asking the Father to forgive us for His 
sake, because He died for us. Now 
the Church unites with our Lord in 
that pleading, and thus we identify 
ourselves with Christ’s act, we show 
our desire is the same as His. Every 
time we celebrate Holy Communion we 
rehearse once more in God’s presence 
the story of the death of Christ for us. 
We are asking God to rememéer it 
always, and to be merciful and forgiv- 
ing. Weask that He may ‘‘only look 
on us as found in Christ.’ For we are 
nothing and can do nothing good by 
ourselves, but only through Christ can 
we be saved. And so we ask that for 
Christ’s sake our Father may forgive 
us and help us. 

So the Holy Communion is not only 
a reminder to ourselves and our fellow- 
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men that the Lord died for us (we 
considered this aspect of it in the last 
article), but, far more important than 
that, it is the reminder of the Cruci- 
fixion that we present before God, a 
reminding prayer, or memorial prayer. 
The Prayer of Consecration in the 
Communion Service shows that ¢hzs is 
what we mean when we call the Holy 
Communion a ‘‘memorial’’: “We, thy 
humble servants, do celebrate and make 
here before thy Divine Majesty . 

the memorial thy Son hath commanded 
us to make.” That is to say, it is a 
memorial before God, a prayer of 
reminder. 

Now, because we offer this memorial 
prayer (and a ‘“‘sacrifice’’ is simply an 
offering to God), therefore we call the 
Holy Communion our Memorial Sacri- 
fice—not in any sense to be compared 
with that one supreme Sacrifice on the 
Cross, of which this is only the echo. 
It is the highest act of prayer we can 
offer to God. Compared with it all 
other prayers pale into insignificance. 
It ought to be our most frequent 
service, and was certainly never in- 
tended to be supplanted by Morning 
Prayer, which has been the case during 
the last two centuries. 

So this service is of tremendous 
value as our greatest offering of prayer 
to God, quite aside from the fact that 
it is also a sacrament, or receiving of 
something from God. We shall study 
this word ‘‘Sacrament’’ next month. 


May we come with humble hearts to 
plead the sacrifice. Whether we make 
our Communion or not is another 
matter. Some of us might wisely 
receive less frequently than others. 
But always when that supreme memo- 
rial is being offered, let us try to be 
present in God’s house, and ‘let us 
‘assist’ in the presenting of the sacri- 
fice.

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FIFTEEN ACTIVE MONTHS 


They say that where there is life, 
there is constant change. Mere change 
for the sake of change is only an imita- 
tion of life; but when the change is an 
improvement, that is a sign of real 
vitality. Whether our parish is show- 
ing signs of life or is only putting up a 
poor imitation of life, you must all 
judge for yourselves. But change there 
has certainly been. Has it been im- 
provement? The following innovations 
have been made in our parish in the 
last fifteen months. What do you 
think of them? 


I. These changes in our services: 
1. The Celebration of Holy Communion 
at 8 o’clock every Sunday, with ever- 
increasing attendance (there were 82 
present on Palm Sunday). 2. The 
large increase in the 11 o’clock congre- 
gations. 3. The great change in the 
nature of our Sunday evening services. 
4. The observance of Saints’ Days, as 
required by the Prayer Book. 5. The 
large number of Lenten services, with 
improved attendance. 6. The Reunion 
Sunday Services. 7. The Christmas 
Midnight Service. 8. The Three-hour 
Service on Good Friday. 9. The 
Annual Memorial Day Service. 10. 
The Rector officially ‘‘Instituted,’’ as 
provided by the Prayer Book. 


II. These changes for our young 
people: 11. The Church School trans- 
posed to the morning hour, and the 
attendance of the entire school at the 
11 o'clock service. 12. Monthly Cor- 
porate Communion of the classes at the 
early services, followed by breakfast in 
the Parish House. 13. Organization 
of the Boy Scouts. 14. Organization 
of the Girls’ Friendly Society. 15. The 
restoration of the Choir Boys. 16. 
The Vested Lenten Choir. 17. Three 
months’ training of the Confirmation 
Class. 


III. These changes in our parish 
life: 18. Every-member visitation of all 
our families for social purposes. 19. 
The PARISH REGISTER delivered per- 
sonally or by mail to every family. 20. 
The Day Nursery organized for the 
care of infants while their parents are 
at Church, 

IV. These activities in connection 
with our finances: 21. Every-member 
financial canvass, with immense increase 
in our Duplex Envelope offerings. 22. 
Our offerings for the Church’s Mission 
more than doubled. 23. A fine new 
rectory purchased, 

I don’t believe we need to be ashamed 


of that record, do you? 
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WHAT IS THE UNITED THANK 
OFFERING? 


During April, the Rector announced 
that the United Thank Offering would 
be due that month, and then many 
people wondered what he was talking 
about. Here’s the answer: 

Away back in 1889, a good woman 
suggested that the women of the 
Church had much for which to be 
grateful in the blessings of the Church 
and the Christian Faith; and that the 
only way to express their thankfulness 
was by going out and telling about it 
to the women of the world who do not 
share that blessing. But because many 
women—most of them, in fact—could 
not do this because of duty at home, 
they could at least do the next best 
thing: induce others to go in their place, 
and help to pay their expenses. For 
this reason the women of the Church 
were urged to do their part in this 
respect. 

If you are willing you will, in the 
first place, try to induce some young 
woman to become our Master’s messen- 
ger to heathen women. Will you do 
this? In the second place, you will try 


to contribute a bit toward her expenses. 
Besides your regular weekly missionary 
offering (which covers the general ex- 
penses of the Church’s Mission), you 
will lay aside a few cents a week for 
the special work of our women workers. 
This is all gathered together each time 
the great General Convention of our 
Church meets (every three years), 
being collected every six months in the 
parishes. We have over 350 women 
who are doing this glorious work in 
heathen lands. We need still more. 
We also need the money for carrying 
on their work. 


This is called the ‘‘United Thank 
Offering.’’ It has grown by leaps and 
bounds. In 1889, it was $2,000; in 
1895, $76,000; in 1904, $150,0c0; in 
1913, $243,000; in 1916, $353,000; in 
1919, $468,999. In 1922 will it be 
over $500,000? Yes, if you will help. 
Mrs. McGowan is our parish treasurer 
for this work. Ask her to give you a 
‘‘blue-box’’ or an envelope for this 
purpose. Even so small an amount as 
2c. a week will be a wonderful help. 
Don’t you want to have part in this 
wonderful act of thanksgiving? 


The Rector would tactfully remind 
the young people of his parish that 
none of the services of the Prayer Book 
should be haditually neglected. They 
are all intended for at least occasional 
use. But one rather important service, 
chiefly for younger persons, has been 
very much slighted in our parish re- 
cently. In fact, it has been omitted 
entirely since last October. Isn’t it 
about time that this valuable and 
honored old custom was resumed 
amongst us, if only in loyalty to our 
Prayer Book? I refer to the service 
printed just before ‘‘The Order for the 
Visitation of the Sick.” 
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The Brotherhood Chapter decided in 
April that hereafter it will hold its 
monthly meeting on the first Sunday 
evening in the month, instead of the 
first Tuesday. It will take place at 
7 P.M. The 7.45 service that evening 
will always be a special service for the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew and, coming 
right after the meeting, it is believed 
that this will stimulate the attendance 
at both the meeting and the service. 
Every other month there will be an 
outside speaker at this service, generally 
alayman. On the remaining Sundays, 
the Rector will make the address. Last 
week, the speaker was Mr. George H. 
Randall, editor of ‘‘St Andrew s 
Cross,’’ the official magazine of the 
Brotherhood. He gave a most helpful 
and inspiring talk. 


What a fine, large Choir we are hav- 
ing on Sunday nights! The Junior 
Choir is added to the Main Choir, and 
the whole chancel is full. They are 
making the evening services very 
spirited and full of life. Why didn’t we 
think of this change long ago? 


The new rectory is now occupied by 
Mr. and Mrs. Musser, and the people 
of the parish are cordially invited to 
call at any and all hours to see them. 
The Rector’s office and telephone will 
still be maintained at the Church, where 
he will continue to have his office hours 
every morning as formerly. In the 
afternoons he is usually busy making 
calls. In the evenings he can be found 
at the Parish House or at the rectory. 


The Boy Scouts Service, and G. F. S. 
Service, went off in fine style on the 
last two Sundays in April.

TALKS ON THE HOLY COMMUNION 


IV. THE MEANING OF A SACRAMENT 


The Holy Communion, we have 
seen, is a Sacrifice. But people are 
more apt to think of it as a Sacrament, 


which is equally true, but totally 
different. 

What is a Sacrament? The Cate- 
chism calls it two things: 1. An out- 


ward and visible sign, and 2. An inward 
and spiritual grace. It says the grace 
is conferred upon us when the outward 
sign is made. A Sacrament is not 
simply a pretty little ceremony, a sign 
of what we should /e to receive from 
God; but that very ceremony is the 
‘‘means by which we receive the same. ”’ 
Baptism is not merely a sign that we 
should Ze the child to become a new 
creature, it is the process that makes 
him such. He is ‘‘born again of water 
and the Holy Ghost’? and made a 
‘member of Christ,” that is, part of 
Christ. Christ is instilled into the 
child, so that after his Baptism he is a 
totally different creature. The spirit of 
Christ has filled him. 

Now, objection is sometimes raised 
that an infant cannot be born again and 
become a new creature until he is old 
enough to co-operate; that it is absurd 
to say the unconscious child is suddenly 
given a new life and made totally differ- 
ent, when he knows nothing about it— 
and all this by pouring a little water 
over him and pronouncing a few words. 
The answer is that: 1. The new life is 
a gift, not something the child can 
create. He did not create his original 
life and cannot create his new life. 
Both come from God. Nobody con- 
sulted him as to whether he desired his 
original life, and God in His goodness 
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freely gives him his new life. 2. If God 
had chosen to present this new life by 
a complicated process, He could have 
done so; but He is equally able to do 
tremendous things by the most simple 
means, and He takes pleasure in making 
Baptism the easiest possible process. 
The using of simple water for so sacred 
a work is, incidentalty, an indication of 
the holiness of the common things of 
daily life. 

We must distinguish, however, be- 
tween the gift God gives and the use 
we make of that gift. You can have a 
ten-dollar gold-piece and lay it away 
and never use it. You might as well 
not have it, for any good it does you. 
But twenty years later you may say, “I 
am going to spend that money for a 
certain purpose.’’ It will still be there, 
and can still be put to good use. A 
man may have been given the Christ- 
life in Baptism as an infant, but he may 
never have used it. He may have 
grown up and become a notorious 
scoundrel. All that time his treasure is 
lying there unused. Some day he will 
be ‘‘converted,’’ which means, he will 
turn around and say, ‘‘Look here, all 
these years I have been wasting my 
time. I have it in my power to live a 
life of wonderful holiness, for the grace 
of God was given to me in my Baptism 
and I have failed to use it. Now I am 
going to show what it is good for.” 
The Sacrament of Baptism will then 
make it possiblé for him to become 
what he could never be without it. 

Now that is an illustration of a Sacra- 
ment. Next month we shall study the 
Sacrament of the Holy Communion.

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WE ARE TO HAVE A MISSION 


At the Reunion Sunday Service, on 
May 15th, our parish program for the 
next twelve months was outlined by 
the Rector. The centre of our whole 
work is to be a Parochial Mission the 
first two weeks in November. Every- 
thing before that date is to be in prepa- 
ration for it, and all that follows it is to 
be in consequence of it. 


A Parish Mission is in certain external 
aspects like an Evangelistic Campaign, 
but it differs in its object and its method. 
The object of an ordinary Evangelistic 
Campaign is to convert unchurched 
and irreligious people, and only, inci- 
dentally to influence Church people. 
A Mission is primarily to reach the 
Church people, to make more earnest 
converts of them, and only incidentally 
to reach the irreligious. The purpose 
of a Mission is to stir up the people of 
a parish to such an ardent and devoted 
love for Jesus, that it will become their 
longing desire to serve Him and please 
Him; and, therefore, they will, of their 
own accord, endeavor to reach the 
worldly and irreligious people about 
them and bring them to Christ. In the 
long run, a Mission will reach the un- 
converted ¢hrough the people who were 
reached by the Mission. Instead of 
one ‘‘Evangelist,’’ it will send forth 
scores of evangelists. 


But, primarily, the Mission will strike 
deep into the hearts of the people who 
already come to Church. They are the 
real religious problem in our Country— 
not those who frankly repudiate Jesus, 
and are ‘‘cold,’’ but those who are 
nominal Christians, but are so weak and 
lukewarm and thin that they are utterly 
useless as servants of the King. This 
means us, the people in the Church of 
the Covenant. Are we simply burning 
with passionate love for our Master? 
Why, the very idea is absurd! We 
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know perfectly well that our religion is 
only a cheap imitation of the real thing. 
That is why our parish is not convert- 
ing our whole community, as it should 
—anot because Christianity is losing its 
force, but because you and I are not 
using its force. We do not possess 
enough real Christanity to even raise a 
ripple on the stagnant pond of sin 
around us, 

Well, that is why we are going to 
have a Mission. Not so that we can 
get some outsider to come in and do 
what we ought to do ourselves—convert 
the neighborhood—but to get some- 
body in here to stir «s up and make us 
so deeply and thoroughly ashamed of 
ourselves that we shall feel like going 
off and hiding; and to fill us with such 
a yearning for Jesus and such a longing 
to serve Him that we shall get busy and 
really try to make Him the King of our 
Community, owning the hearts and 
souls of us all.

1. Will you say every day until No- 
vember rst, the special prayer for the 
Mission, which was given to you or can 
be found in the Church ? 

2. Will you come to as many services 
as possible with a particular intention 
to offer, with the whole congregation, 
the special prayer for the Mission ?

TALKS ON THE HOLY COMMUNION 


V. THE HOLY COMMUNION A SACRAMENT 


Last month, we studied the nature of 
a Sacrament—an outward sign, and an 
inner thing signified; the outward sign 
a physical thing, the inner a spiritual 
thing. In Baptism, the sign is water; 
the thing signified is the washing away 
of sin and the giving of a new life in 
Christ. That gift is presented through 
the use of the water, whether the person 
baptized is conscious or unoonscious. 
But the practical value of the gift will 
depend upon the use that is made of it 
by the person baptized. 

In the same way, the Holy Commu- 
nion is aSacrament. The outward sign 
is bread and wine; the thing signified is 
the Body and Blood of Christ received 
within the soul. It is not a mere cere- 
monial supper or a love-feast, but a 
real and literal receiving of Christ. We 
do not believe it is the physical Body 
and Blood we receive (for that would 
be cannibalism, and it would deny the 
reality of the Sacrament, for the inner 
thing is spiritual); but we receive the 
spiritual Body and Blood of Christ— 
that is, that strange and mysterious 
nature our Master had after His Resur- 
rection. It is only another way of 
saying that we do really and truly 
receive Christ Himself within us—all 
that we mean by our Lord, all His 
strength and holiness and purity and 
goodness and love—so that He actually 
and truly dwells within us, and we are 
one with Him. Not one in only a 
moral sense (that is, we desire all that 
He desires), but in a real and essential 
way, because His Spirit gives life to 
our spirit. 

Now, all who receive Holy Com- 
munion (if capable through Regenera- 
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tion) are true recipients of the Body 
and Blood of Christ. Even the un- 
worthy person receives Him (after 
all, we are all unworthy); even the 
irreverent and blasphemous person. 
Such a person is not apt to benefit by 
it, for he will not wse the gift that was 
given him; or the contrary, he is guilty 
of grievous sin, in thus deliberately 
insulting his Master. St. Paul says 
that such a person is eating and drink- 
ing damnation, ‘‘Not perceiving the 
Body and Blood of Christ.” All 
persons receive the same thing—not 
more or less Body and Blood, but the 
Body and Blood of Christ. It does not 
depend on the amount of bread and 
wine consumed, nor in the amount of 
faith exercised. Christ cannot be 
divided into sections; He gives His 
whole Self to each of us. The faithless 
person receives the same as the person 
who devoutly believes. 

But the practical value of the Sacra- 
ment will be far greater to the person 
who richly believes, for he will be 
stirred up to use this glorious gift and 
to live the life it makes possible to him, 

Let us see clearly the great danger 
of wickedness, of spiritual detriment 
and actual loss, if we approach the 
Altar Rail in a careless and unworthy 
spirit, On the other hand, as we 
receive this great gift of power and love 
and holiness, let us seize the marvelous 
opportunity that faces us. For if we 
come with due reverence, penitence and 
humility, we shall not only feel keenly 
the holiness of this act and the great- 
ness of this gift, but we shall more 
surely use it to the uttermost in a life 
that will bring joy to our Master.
